W. Pauley, special assistant to the 
secretary of the army, who already 
had disclosed his trading activities 
at a hearing of the senate ap- 
propriations committee. 


Find No New "Names" 


Pauley said he had something 


less than a million dollars in com- 
modities when he took the govern- 
<ment job but was disposing of his 
holdings, as he had agreed to do.

2nd Straight Year 


Springfield, HI., Dec. 27—(AP) 


—For the second straight year 
Illinois farmers topped the billion 
dollar mark in harvested crops 
during 1947. This figure 
was 


reached despite a drop in produc-

tion. 


Production 


was valued at $1,326,000,000 by 
the state-federal Agriculture de- 
partments. Last years' peak fig- 
ure was 51,225,000,000. 


The effects of sharp reductions 


in yield of three major crops- 
corn, soybeans and oats—and a 
slight curtailment of total har- 
vested acreage, was more than off- 
set by rising farm 
commodity 


prices. 


Lead In Corn Production 


Grain production figures 
for 


1847 were set at 14,300,000 tons 
compared with 19,700,000 tons in 
1946. The 10 year (1936-45) av- 
erage is ' 15,200^000 tons. "Total" 
harvested acreage dropped from 
20,094,000 last year to 19,815,000 
in 1947. 


Illinois led all states in 194 


corn production with 343,492,000 
bushels valued at $824,000,000. Al- 
though corn production was one- 
third less than 1946, the value was 
550,000,000 more than the all-time 
high of last year. 


Oats Production Down 


Soybean production was down 16 


per cent from the 1946 harvest 
but the crop of 65,000,000 bushels 
was vajued at 5218,000,000, 521,- 
000,000 more than last year's val- 
ue. 


Oats production fell 29 -per cent 


to 117.000.000 bushels \'alued at 
S117.000.000. The 1946 crop value 
was 5132.000,000. 


A value of 567,000,000 
was 


placed on the winter wheat pro- 
duction of 28.380,000 bushels. The 
crop was valued at $38.000.000 
last year when production reached

Death Toll in Big 
Snow Storm in East 


Stands at 35 Today 


New York CHy Buried Under Heaviest Snow 


in History: Other Areas 


Affected 


By The Associated Press 


A record fall of snow — 25.8 inches — blanketed New 


York City and heavy falls covered other sections along the 
eastern seaboard today but fair weather and comparatively 
mild temperatures prevailed throughout the rest of the 
country. 


The nation's largest city started the Herculean task of 


restoring business and industrial operations to normal after 
the 15-hour downfall yesterday. 


The storm moved into the heavily populated eastern 


seaboard yesterday morning and spread over parts of New 
Jersey, southeastern New York state, Pennsylvania and 
New England. 


There were 35 deaths in the area attributed to the 


storm. The fatalities included 12 in New Jersey"; nine in New- 
York; five in Connecticut; three in Massachusetts and two 
each in Pennsylvania. Rhode Island and New Hampshire. 


Snow Continues in Places

Although snow had stopped in 


New York City last night, there 
wag no letup in many parts of the 
snow-belt today. Federal forecast- 
ers said falls in some of the New 
England sections might exceed the 
total of 25.8 Inches in New York 
City which exceeded the 20.9 Inch 
downfall left by the blizzard of 
1888. In Lebanon, N. H., the snow 
on the ground measured more than 
20 inches and more snow fell to- 
day. 


Snow also was reported today In 


many other parts of the New 
England states, while light falls 
were reported in western New 
York state and northern Pennsyl- 
vaina.

Hurdles in the Stretch 


The end of the Christmas recess 


will find Congress 
facing 
the 


gravest challenge to statemanship 
and legislative wisdom since the 
war ended. The question of long- 
range aid to Europe and the prob- 
lem of inflation at home cannot 
be' put aside any longer. They 
must be threshed out to a decision. 
And the members will be working 
toward that decision under^a big 
handicap. 


"We are coming into another 


presidential election year, and the 
record .for solving pressing na- 
tional problems in a campaign year 
•is not toe brilliant This is par- 
ticularly 
true where, different 


parties control the White House 
"and the Capitol. 


The League of Nations got hung 


up on a political hook in .1920, 
when there were a Democratic 
President an,d a Republican Con- 
gress. There was a slight Demo- 
cratic majority .in the House, and 


- in felHiwft evenly divided Senate, 


hnder Mr. Hoover in 1932, when 
the country floundered into that 
depression-ridden 
election 
year. 


The patient nearly died while the 
political doctors disagreed. 


Once again, in 1948, we have a 


partisan split in the two tranches 
of government. And this time two 
big issues, similar to those cited 
above, confront the 
lawmakers. 


The emergencies in foreign policy 
and domestic economy are of dif- 
ferent origins and require different 
remedies. Yet the effectiveness 
of each remedy will depend upon 


• the other. The two prescriptions 
must be written with, that thought 
In mind. 


American voter* might aa well 


resign themselves now to a lot 
of finger-pointing and a good 
many dead-end snipe hunts. It is 
already clear that the Marshall 
plan is in for some rough going. 
And while high prices, like -sin, 
are something both parties, can 
itafely be against, there will be 
'further efforts to fix the blame, 
rather than find the cure. There 
will also be some aide trips In 
eearch of quick and easy vote-win- 
ning issues. 


About the best thing the voters 


ean hope for is that the forth- 
coming disputes will be conducted 
fa an atmosphere of sincerity as 
well as political expediency. They 
ean also hope that arguments will 
spring from careful reasoning. 
It'is not enough for a congress- 


man to tell the administration that 
It has got to "stop its shenanigans 
with foreign aid money." It is not

One great difference sets apart 


the Communists from all other 
groups which have attachments to 
other lands, and brands the Com- 
munists unmistakably as enemies 
of the United States. 


The favorite political protege oi 


the Communist propaganda la the 
alien "minority." If you damn the 
Communist as a pro-Russian you 
are a bigoted 200-per center. You 
hate all immigrants and all who 
maintain an affection for Ireland, 
for example. 


There is no parallel here. Most 


of the Irish immigrants and many 
of their progeny were ferocious 
against England for tier oppres- 
sion of Ireland. But there was no 
question of their devotion to the 
United States. 


During the first World war, 


some 
German immigrants and 


their children were suspected of 
disloyalty to this nation because 
they applied their intelligence to 
the issues between Germany and 
France. 
Very few were pro-Ger- 


man to the extent that they were 
anti-American. 


To get our perspective, we must 


understand first that Russia is our 
enemy and that all Communists 
are adherents of that enemy. On 
treason, the Constitution says it 
consists of levying war against 
the United States or adhering to 
our enemies, giving them aid and. 
comfort. 


Those Irish and their children 


who hated* England did not levy 
war against this nation, and Ire- 
land, the country to which they 
gave assistance, was our friend. A 
few Irish did undertake to strike 
a blow for Ireland against Eng- 
land from cnir shores, but we call- 
ed that mischief, punishable un- 
der another heading. 
Such mis- 


chief might involve us in war with 
a friendly power some time and 
the precedent, confirmee! in the 
financing 
or 
organization of 


armies in the United States to 
fight in Spain and Palestine, is 
being used against us even now by 
Stalin. 


The Germans who had come here 


enough for the administration to 
ask Congress for funds or powers 
without giving the most detailed 
assurance possible that they will 
be used intelligently. 


The revealing history of the last 


25 years is available to Congress 
and the President as they ciiter 
the home stretch of Mr. Truman's 
term. It is a history of isolation, 
appeasement, unpreparedness and 
war, of prosperity and depression, 
of free enterprise and government 
control, of big private spending 
and big public spending. 


Some members of the present 


Congress had «. hand in making 
quite a bit of that history. They 
can remember, and others can 
learn, what was done and what 
wasn't, what worked and what 
didn't 
They may not agree in 


evaluating- successes and failures. 
But surely they can see where the 
most glaring mistakes were made 
—including some made in the legis- 
lative chambers of the Capitol. 
Let us hope they do not repeat 
them. 


prior to 1914, some of whom, and 
some of whose progeny, were 
caught in the j>roblfiii of loyalty 
in the flrat war were, on the whole, 
a fine group. Their virtues have 
long- been recognized and to men- 
tion those virtues has been to 
antagonize some other immigrant 
groups who were inferior In those 
particulars.

This was a terrible idiocy 
because France herself had been 
an aggressor by trade, and was 
inefficient, quarrelsome and dis- 
orderly. She had been asking for 
a return match ever since 1870, 
when she got a licking which she 
deserved, as least as well as she 
deserved some of her past vic- 
tories. Our people psychological- 
ly plumped for France right from 
the start. We also fell for the pub- 
licity which bade us loathe the 
Kaiser as a wicked man because 
Germany repudiated her treaty 
with Belgium as a scrap of paper, 
This made- us feel virtuous, but 
we forgot that many scraps of 
paper we had repudiated in our 
own relations with the Indians, 
and by means no less brutal, time, 
place 
and 
military 
proficiency 


considered. 


Many of our Germans, to give 


them a convenient name, had bet- 
ter information about France and 
the French and refused to agree 
with our passion. It wa.s as though 
someone had criticized a sopho- 
more's girl. 
We turned on them 


savagely, refused to listen to ar- 
gument and even found ourselves 
on the side of England, our fav- 
orite enemy. Even thousands oi 
American Irishers were so be- 
mused by the crush on La Belle 
France, a promiscuous wanton, in 
fact, that they could bring them- 
selves to fight on England's side 
in a crisis when, if ever, perfidious 
Albion could be crushed and de- 
graded. 


Now for the difference between 


all such friends of other countries, 
and the Communists of today and 
their fellow-gravelers. 
* 
* * 


The difference is that Soviet 


Russia Is an enemy of the United 
States. The fact that her enmity 
long was ignored and only lately 
was acknowledged by our own 
government does not alter the Cact 
that the Soviet government has 
been actively hostile to us for 30 
years. 
It was our enemy even 


during the recent great war. It 
infested our country with a plague 
of spies when American generals 
were not allowed to visit the Rus- 
sian fronts. It sabotaged our in- 
dustrial war preparations during 
the Hitler-Stalin 
alliance. The 


record need not be reviewed in de- 
tail. 


The fact to be emphasized is the 


fact of Russia's hostility. This is 
the groundwork for 
proof 
or 


treason by those Americans who 
adhere to Communism, which is 
but the political war program ot 
Soviet 
Russia. 
Infestation 
is 


worst in New York. It is danger- 
ous in Hollywood and Washington 
and in the CIO. It is -active in 
groups which receive and pay 
money to notorious Communist 
propagandists in the guise of lec- 
turers on Poland and Palestine. 


It would be pathetic if we had 


to rely on the dictum of Francis 
Biddle. late attorney general oi: 
the United States, that Commu- 
nism is inimical. By a thousand 
testimonials of better authorities 
that implacable hostility was prov-
